The  event,  or  lack  of  it,  occurred  at  a public 
town  meeting  to  discuss  the  Provo  City  budget. 
The  public  didn’t  attend  the  meeting.  Not  a 
single  person,  representing  the  interested  public, 
showed  up. 

As  explained  in  an  editorial  in  the  Provo 
Herald  Nov.  19,  the  meeting  was  . . . “for  the 
protection  of  the  public,  but  from  all  appear- 
ances, the  public  cares  little  for  that  protection.” 

This  problem  happens,  possibly,  throughout 
the  United  States  every  year.  But,  this  gives 
little  excuse  to  the  citizenry  of  Provo. 

And  by  the  same  token  it  does  not  excuse 
the  citizenry  of  Brigham  Young  University 
from  attending  to  theit  duties  at  home. 

ThV  rh^tihg  that  ’ was  by-passed  by  the 
Provo  public  was  one  involving  the  1959  city 
budget — involving  $3,355,707. 

Campus  sounding  boards  and  senate  meet- 
ings may  not  involve  that  sum  of  money.  But 
perhaps  it  involves  something  even  more  pre- 
cious— a voice  in  student  government,  and  the 
future  of  Brigham  Young  University.
